This I did 
prove; and so have many othere—in confirmation 
of which let me refer you to pages 94 and 104, Vol. 
XIII Scientific American, whose well informed edit- 
or reluctantly yields the point. I observe that Mr 
Belcher nowhere says the Sorghum does not contain 

2a, I do not think that the process which I adopt- 
ed, described in a late number of the Prairie Fus 
mer, is sufficiently complete to insure an uniformly 
profitable result. Further experiments and addi- 
tional appliances are necessary, upon which I in- 
tend to employ my earliest leisure. The only trou- 
ble with my sugar is that the grain is teo fine, This 
makes it difficult to drain off the molasses and gives 
ita heavy appearance. The same result is pro- 
duced by an inexperienced hand with the Southern 
cane. I believe that a few experiments itellgently 
conducted by a person who believes that it can be 
done, will discover a successful and economical 
process differing but little from the one I described 
for granulating this sugar, and that a large estab- 
lishment might be made profitable.
